High Scholarship 
Record Retained

Phi Sigma Kappa Win# Interfrateraity 
Council Cup; Average la Higher 
for the Group 

Phi Epsilon Pi Wthe fraternities on 
the campus in scholarship during the 
entire academic year 1980-31, maintain- 
ing the record it established during the 
first semester, according to records in 
the registrar’s office. The high per- 
centage was 1412. 

Phi Sigma Kappa continued to oc- 
cupy its position aft the head of the 
fraternities In the Inter - fraternity 
Council, thereby winning the Council's 
Scholarship Cup, which will be awarded 
at the next prom. Phi Sigma Kappa’s 
average was 1*42. 

The average of ail the fraternities 
was a considerable number of points 
higher than that for the first semester 
alone. Three fraternities, not mem- 
bers of the Inter-fraternity Council, 
failed to submit lists of their mem- 
bers, and their averages are not avail- 
able. Three of the four fraternities 
with the highest averages are not, 
members of the Inter-fraternity Council.

Heretofore students in some depart- 
ments of the University were paying

rate. Thft unequal distribution will 
no longer exist under the present sys- 
tem.

Presi- 
dent Cloyd Hock Marvin expressed hla 
deep appreciation of the contributions 
toward the furnishing of the Union 
made by students and friend* of th* 
University, and voiced his katn dis- 
appointment over th# necesaary post- 
ponement of a plan in furtherance of 
student welfare which ha* baan near 
to hie heart since h* first cam* to the 

University- 

Tn light of the situation today, I can 
only say that we shall be glad to re- 
turn to organizations or individual* 
the money that they have deposited 
with the university for the furnishing 
udent Union building. If indl- 
or organizations care to lsav* 
ney with the university, It will 
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Opening 
Marked by Highest 
Academic Prestige 

Educational Reorganization 
and Egpanaion Effected 
, in Recent Year* 

the George Washington University 
enters upon Its one hundred and 
eleventh year tomorrow as an institu- 
tion enjoying , the highest academic 
prestige, with its college upon the ap- 
proved list of the Association of 
American Universities, its Law School 
rated as Class A by the Association 
of American Law Schools, and its 
Medical School similarly rated by the 
American Medical Association. 

During the past four years the stu- 
dent body of the University has in- 
creased 21 per cent, registrations for 
the academic year . 1930-31 totaling 
8,606. ■, In this same period the teach- 
ing staff has been augmented by the 
addition of 42 full-time and 40 psrt- 
time memtera. 

The University has undergone a 
complete educational reorganisation 
along fundamentally sound, yet mark- 
edly progreseive Hges; and there have 
been added five academic units, in- 
cluding the Junior College, the School 
pf Government, the Division of Li- 
brary Science, the Division of Pine 
Arts, and the Division of University 
and Extension Students. 

Expansion of the educational pro- 
gram has been accompanied by the en- 
larging of the institution's physical 
plant,
